Na tio na l Tra it* o f Ja pa n« * o Go ntlmo w* a nd 
Klml» « * * to Children a nd Anima l* . 
Noth ing commends itself more to th e 
traveler as a national trait among th e 
Japanese th an th eir gentleness and 
kindness to ch ildren and animals, 
it 
is in consequence of th is th at not only 
th e domesticated but th e so-called wild 
animals and birds of th is country are 
far bolder and easier to approach th an 
in oth er parts of th e world. 
Th ere is 
h ere a species of swallow, much re­ 
sembling 
th e 
ch imney swallow of 
Europe, wffiich actually frequents th e 
h ouses and twitters and circles about 
th e h eads of th e people in th e different 
apartments, as we h ave seen tame ca­ 
naries wh en set free from th eir cages 
in th e.h ouse wh ere th ey are kept. 
Only in th is case th e swallow is free to 
come and go th rough th e open window 
or door, and gets h is own living in th e 
open air. Even in Europe and America 
th is beautiful little bird is a favorite. 
Humph rey Davy says of it: 
“Th e 
swallow' is one of my favorite birds, 
and a rival of th o nigh tingale, for h e 
ch eers my sense of seeing as much as 
th e oth er does my sense of h earing. He 
is th e glad proph et of th e year, th e 
h arbinger of th e best season. 
He lives 
a life of enjoyment among th e loveliest 
forms of nature. 
Winter is unknown to 
h im, and h o leaves th o green meadows 
and forests of England in autumn for 
th e myrtle and orange groves of Italy, 
and for th e palms of Africa. 
He h as 
always objects of pursuit and h is suc­ 
cess is sure. 
Even th e beings selected 
for h is prey are poetical, beautiful, and 
transient. 
Th e eph omers are saved by 
h is means from a slow and lingering 
death in th o evening and killed in a 
moment, wh en th ey h ave known noth ­ 
ing but pleasure. 
He is a constant de­ 
stroyer of insects, th e friend of man, 
and a sacred bird. 
His instinct, wh ich 
gives h im h is appointed season and 
teach es h im wh en and wh ere to move, 
may bo regarded as flowing from a di­ 
vine, source, and lie belongs to th e 
oracles of nature, wh ich speak th e 
awful and intelligible fiats of th e pres­ 
ent Deity.” 
Of courso, th is ch aracter 
of symbolic grace and modesty goes 
far to recommend th e bird to so artistic 
a people as th e Japanese, and it is, in 
consequence, almost a national emblem, 
being a favorite subject witli th eir dec­ 
orators, and finding a plaeo with th o 
crane and th e lotus as a religious type. 
It is, h owever, in th e building of its 
nest and rearing of its young th at th o 
Japanese swallow pays th e h igh est 
compliment to and exh ibits th e greatest 
amount of confidence in its protectors; 
for, h owever incredible it may seem, its 
h abitation is built and its little family 
is brough t up in th e living-rooms of 
Japanese families, and tlii| not only in 
unfrequented parts of th e country, but, 
as PnGf. Morse assures us, in th e midst 
of th eir largest cities. 
Th e Professor, 
th an wh om no more interesting and 
acute observer of Japanese life exists, 
in speaking of th ese nests, says th at 
tbev are not built in any remote part 
tlie h ouse, but ill me principal ami 
often-visited rooms, wh ere th e inmates 
are th e busiest about th e h ouseh old 
affairs.

Th e “conscience fnnd" contributes 
so mething to th e rev enues, th ough , o f 
pourse, in 
a very small way. 
Home 
peo ple ima g ine fro m 
th e way announce­ 
ments are ma de of receipts from th is 
source th at th ere is a fund set apart 
tnade up from th ese contributions, but 
th is is not th e fact. Th ese amounts are 
all covered into th e Treasury under th e 
h ead of miscellaneous receipts. 
A 
good deal of curious interest attach es 
to th ese cases of conscience. 
Th e term 
‘conscience fund” was th e invention of 
old Treasurer Spinner, th e man with 
pin autograph wh ich w as autograph ic,\1. 
Twenty years ago, during th e war, a 
,etter was one day received at th o 
Treasury Department from a man wh o, 
enclosing a ch eck for *1,500, said th at 
diat represented a little misappropria- 
iion of Government funds of wh ich h e 
lad been guilty wh en acting as quarter­ 
master in th e army. 
Th en eamo th e 
inppy idea into Spinner’s h andsome 
lead. 
“We’ll call th at a contribution 
>o th e conscience fund,” h e said, “and 
h ave it announced in th e newspapers 
and perh aps will get some more.” Th e 
announcement was duly made all over 
th e country, and sure enough th e De­ 
partment did get “some more.” For 
ten years 
contributions were quite 
numerous, but latterly th ey h ave be­ 
come less frequent. 
It is a question 
wh eth er 
all 
th e 
dish onest 
ones 
h ave settled or wh eth er th e conscience 
:>f th e country is growing more callous. 
Th ese contributions h ave never been 
very large in amount, probably because 
th o big th ieves are not troubled with 
scruples. 
Th e largest ever received was *4,000 
forwarded by a former Internal Revenue 
gauger in Ch icago as th e amount of a 
bribe h e took from distillers, and th e 
smallest was 9 cents from a Massa­ 
ch usetts mugwump, wh ose sensitive 
conscience h ad been burdened for years 
with th e canceled 3-cent stamp, wh ich 
as a small boy lie h ad carefully wash ed 
and used on a letter to h is sweeth eart. 
He th ough t th e 9 cents would adequately 
cover th e principal and interest in­ 
volved in th e steal. 
Most of th e con­ 
tributions are made by women wh o 
h ave evaded th e customs law by smug­ 
gling th rough some feminine luxury. 
Now and th en th e department gets a 
contribution from some offender th rough 
a clergyman wh o receives a death bed 
confession. 
Rut ordinarily th ey come 
directly from th e anonymous offenders 
th emselves. Next to th e smugglers in 
point of numbers come th e breakers of 
th e internal revenue laws. 
Th e total 
amount of th e contributions to th e con­ 
science fund is unknown, as it h as not 
been kept separate in th e Treasury De­ 
partment, but it is estimated by Treasury 
officials th at it would aggregate about

Immortality. 
It la aa undoubted fact tbat the de- 
aire for immortality which once ani­ 
mated poets, statesmen, soldiers, and 
orators, to the ex clusion of nearly 
every other high thought, has, to some 
degree at least, gone out of fashion. 
And it is well that it is so. 
What 
more ridiculous thing can a man labor 
after than for fame after he is dead ? 
Those who have achieved it have usu­ 
ally been people who have not striven 
after it, and have merely gone about 
the work for which nature had fitted 
them in a patient, conscientious spirit, 
willing to give the world their best 
efforts for what it had to give in re­ 
turn. 
They were not always posing as 
heroes who were to be celebrated in 
future ages. 
They went upon their 
way without dreaming of the immor­ 
tality for which many weaker men 
toiled and struggled in vain; and they 
were cheerful, healthful spirits, with­ 
out morbid longings after the plaudits 
of posterity. 
It was enough for them 
if they pleased their fellows, and made 
the people about them better and hap­ 
pier for their work. 
In doing this they were, without 
knowing it, making preparation to add 
to the felicity of generations yet un­ 
born. 
Shakspeare, we believe, was a 
man of this kind. 
He wrote plays for 
représentâ t on in his day, without a 
thought of the critics and commenta­ 
tors that were to come. 
His aim was 
to please his patrons, not some in­ 
tangible beings who were to live in a 
shadowy hereafter, and who were to 
applaud his productions to the echo. 
He gave the multitude the choicest 
products of his fertile, vigorous brain, 
because he knew they needed strong 
intellectual food, and were willing to 
Eay for it. 
The consequence was that 
e retired in middle life, with an ample 
fortune, to enjoy the results of his 
writings, as a gentleman of leisure in 
his native town. 
He was no whining 
poet complaining of the neglect of his 
own age, and hoping for the applause 
of another. 
He had a healthful, strong 
mental and physical organization, that 
never allowed him to give way to fool­ 
ish fits of despondency. 
He kept at 
work until he had accomplished his 
ends, and then was content to leave 
the field to others and to rest from his 
labors, without trying to lift the veil 
of futurity to see what his standing 
would be in the years that were yet 
unborn.

A German writer recommends the 
use of paraffine in place of co ks or 
other stoppers for the hermetical seal­ 
ing of bottles containing liquids which 
have a tendency to ferment or other­ 
wise deteriorate by coming in contact 
with the air. 
This, he says, is particu­ 
larly applicable to saccharine juices of 
all kinds. These are poured, while hot, 
into perfectly dry bottles, which are 
filled nearly to the lip; they are then 
allowed to stand and rest until cold, 
during which time all air bubbles will 
rise to the surface; finally a small 
quantity of paraffine is poured over the 
top, when it forms a firm, solid coat, 
on cooling, about the tenth of an inch 
thick, 
feuch a paraffine stopper has 
the advantage of being easily remova­ 
ble when the contents of the bottle are 
required for use, and the paraffine can 
be used again. _______________

The Salary of a J ockey. 
If any one believes that horse-racing 
is not sn ex pensive business when one’s 
horse doesn't win, he has only to look 
about him to be satisfied. 
A stable of 
say twelve horses, or even eight, is not 
kept up short of from $40 to $75 a day, 
ex clusive of jockey fees and railway 
transportation. 
There is a trainer at a 
salary of from $150 to $200 a month, a 
foreman at from $75 to $100, and there 
are generally two darky grooms for 
each horse. 
Then there is the feed- 
st.ible outfit to be kept up, and an end­ 
less array of little things to be bought. 
Then there are the entry fees and for­ 
feits, that in the course of the season 
amount to a great deal of money. 
The jockeys take a great deal out of 
the profits, too, when there are any. 
Ike Murphy, the colored jockey, who 
enjoys the distinction of being called 
the Archer of America, receives $<>,000 
a year from Baldwin for the first call 
on his services, and $* 2 ,0 0 0 a year from 
Corrigan for the second call. 
That is, 
when Baldwin has a horse in a race 
Murphy must mount for him. 
When 
Baldwin has no entry, or it is with­ 
drawn, then Corrigan can call on the 
jockey. 
When neither has a horse on, 
then Murphy can ride for the owner 
that pays him best. 
What with sala­ 
ries, fees, gratuities, and a turn now 
and then at the pool box , Murphy is 
said to have an income of $15,000 a 
year. 
When ho wins a big and unex ­ 
pected stake the lucky owner usually 
gives him from $500 to $1,000 as a pres­ 
ent. 
The nex t best paid of the jockeys is 
Duffy, rider for the Haggin stable. He 
receives $5,000 a year straight, and can 
ride for anybody else when Haggin has 
no horse in the race. 
These are the 
two best riders on the turf. 
Many may 
think it absurd that jockeys should be 
enabled to earn such large sums, but, 
when the hazardous nature of the busi­ 
ness is taken into account and the skill 
and judgment required considered, tho 
boys do not seem overpaid. 
It is the most dangerous occupation 
in the world. 
The liability of horses 
to bolt, stumble, to shy, or to do any 
of the dozen things that horses under 
ex citement are likely to do, is almost 
sure to result in disaster if indulged in 
at the frightful speed with which they 
go. Again, some horses—indeed, most 
race-horses of high blood and mettle— 
are inclined to be vicious and head­ 
strong. 
They frequently run away in 
their ex ercising and training gallops 
and become uncontrollable. 
Buch 
brutes are a constant menace to grooms 
and jockeys, and accidents are far more 
numerous than the public hears of.— 
Chica g o Hera ld .

A Strong P roposition In th« E piscopa l 
C onv ention—C hristia n E duca tion. 


C h ic a g o , Oct. 23.—In the Episcopal gen­ 
eral convention Friday the joint committee 
on Christian education reported to the house 
of deputies a recommendation that measures 
be tak en to attract attention to the church 
schools, colleges, and seminaries in or ler that 
they may be properly endowed and furnished. 
In remark s on this report Rev. Dr. Bates said 
Christian education was a necessity of Chris­ 
tian civilization, and that a merely intellect­ 
ual education was no safeguard against per­ 
sonal vice. 
Reports wc*i*o presented from the committee 
on canons in regard to marriage and divorce. 
The committee recommend the adoption of a 
canon providing that marriages not author­ 
ized by God’s word are unlawful; that minis­ 
ters admonish their people from time to time 
that the church forbids clandestine mar­ 
riages; declaring that the public solemniza­ 
tion ought not to bo dispensed with ex cept 
for good and sufficient cause; that no minis­ 
ter shall solemnize tho marriage of persons 
under 18 years of age unless the parents or 
lawful guardians are present or have given 
their consent to the marriage; that no minis­ 
ter shall solemnize any marriage ex cept in 
the presence of two witnesses, who « hall be 
personally acquainted w ith parties, unless the 
minister be himself ; that he shall k eep a reg­ 
ister of all marriages solemnized by him, 
containing the names, birthplace, residence, 
age and condition of each of the parties mar- 
ried by him, and the names of the parents 
and two witnesses; that marriage may not bo 
di. olved ex cept for adultery; that the guilty 
party in a divorce suit bo prohibited from 
marrying again during tho life of tho other 
partv; that if any minister violate this canon 
he shall be subjected to trial and liable to ad­ 
monition for tiie first offence, and suspension 
and 
deposition for a repetition of the 
same; that persons who 
shall marry in 
violation of this canon shall be liable to be 
repelled from the holy communion, unless 
they confess repentance and a final deter­ 
mination to lead a single life thereafter; pro­ 
vided that all such cases shall be referred to 
the ordinary, whose judgment shall be final; 
that no minister shall refuse the sacrament to 
any penitent person who may bo in immi­ 
nent danger of death; that the question 
touching the facts in these cases may be dis­ 
posed of by the ordinary after such inquiry 
as he may deem necessary; that the canon 
shall not apply to cases which have arisen 
before the canon goes into effect. 
A mot ion to mak e this proposed new canon 
th, special order after the question of the 
liturgical revision is disposed of went on the 
calendar. 
A motion that the convention adjourn nex t 
Wednesday went on the calendar.

REMINISCENCES OF PUBLIC MEN. 


BY BEN i FERLEY FOORR. 


The gu lf botween President Johnson 
and Congress gradu ally widened after 
the reconstru ction bill was passed ov er 
Iris v eto, althou gh bis friends annou nced 
that while he opposed the act and had 
resisted its passage, it was the law of 
the land, and he wou ld fairly ex ecu te 
i t 
He appointed Gens. Sheridan, 
Sickles, and Pope to carry ou t its pro­ 
v isions, and he was regarded as an ob­ 
stinate man performing an u npleasant 
du ty . 
Then he began to dou bt, and 
Attorney General Stanberrv , aided by 
Ju dge Jero, Black, declared that the 
reconstru ction net was not legal, and 
that the military commanders at the 
Sou th were merely policemen. 
Con­ 
gress met in midsu mmer and made the 
act more stringent in its prov isions. 
The President’s adv isers then cou nselled 
him to change those who were ex ecu ting 
the prov isions of the act at the Sou th. 
Stanton was remov ed from the War 
Department nnd Grant appointed in 
his place. 
Sheridan was replaced by 
Hancock, and Sickles and Pope were 
reliev ed from du ty . 
When the Senate 
met it ov erru led the deposition of Mr. 
Stanton, and Gen. Grant gracefu lly re­ 
tired that tho “War Secretary ” might 
resu me tho du ties of his office. 
This 
made President Johnson v ery angry . 
Ho had wanted to u se Gen. Grant as a 
cat’s paw for keeping Stanton ou t of the 
War Department, and had hoped at 
the same time to inju re him in the esti­ 
mation of the people. 
He raised 
a 
qu estion of v eracity with the general 
commanding, hu t Congress and the 
people speedily decided between the 
soldier, whose repu tation for v eracity 
was u ntarnished, and the President, 
who had broken his promises and had 
betray ed his friends. 
The facts were 
as follows: Gen. Grant, hav ing learned 
on the 11th of Janu ary that the Sonate 
had taken u p the su bject of Stanton’s 
su spension, immediately iv ent to the 
President and informed him, as he had 
pledged himself to do on 
a former oc­ 
casion, of the change that had taken 
placo in his v iews tou ching his du ty 
u nder the tenu re-of-office law. 
The 
President did not deny this, bu t added 
that Grant agreed “either to retu rn tho 
office to my possession in time to enable 
me to appoint a» su ccessor before final 
action by the Benate u pon Mr. Stanton’s 
su spension, or wou ld remain at its head, 
awaiting a decision by ju dicial pro­ 
ceedings.” In his reply to this Gen. 
Grant said, with great ex plicitness: 
“You know that we parted on the 
11th u lt. withou t any promise on my 
part, ex pressed or implied, that I wou ld 
hold on to tho office of Secretary of 
War, ad in terim, against tho action of 
the Senate, or, declining to do so, 
wou ld su rrender it to y ou before su ch 
action was had, or that I wou ld see y ou 
again, at any fix ed time, on the su bject. 
The performance of the promises al­ 
leged to hav e been made by me wou ld 
hav e inv olv ed a resistance of the law, 
and an inconsistency with the whole 
history of my connection with the su s­ 
pension of Mr. Stanton.” 
That is the ease as stated by both 
parties, and tho whole of it. 
Gen. 
Grant said the President knew that su ch 
a promise as the President asserted ho 
made wou ld hav e been inconsistent with 
Iris whole connection with the su spen­ 
sion of Mr. Stanton. 
He had in tho 
ou tset protested against his remov al; 
when inev itable he had consented to 
act a d in terim to prev ent the appoint­ 
ment of some one who wou ld, “by op­ 
position to the laws relating to tho 
restoration of the Sou thern States to 
their proper relation to the Gov ern­ 
ment, embarrass the army in the per­ 
formance of the du ties especially de­ 
v olv ed u pon it by the laws;” and ho 
had, as agreed, notified the President 
of his intention to respect the tenu re-of- 
office bill and v acate the War Office the 
moment Mr. Stanton shou ld be rein­ 
stated. 
Tho President did not deny 
this, bu t sou ght to impu gn Grant’s 
good faith by asserting that he fu rther 
pledged himself not to v acate withou t 
notify ing him in time to appoint his 
su ccessor, or to hold on and await a 
ju dicial decision. 
This inv olv ed a con­ 
tradiction in itself. 
The President did 
not deny that Grant at this interv iew 
on the ilth informed him how he shou ld 
act u nder the law' of Congress if the 
Senate non-coneu rred in Mr. Stanton’s 
su spension. 
He satisfied himself by 
this statement, and determined the 
qu estion of v eracity in fav or of Grant. 
The General had v isited him, as he told 
Gen. Sherman that day it was his in­ 
tention to do, for the ex press pu rpose 
of annou ncing to the President that he 
had changed his opinion of the tenu re- 
of-office bill, and shou ld retire if the 
Senate reinstated Stanton. 
He had no 
other object in v iew, and the President 
cou ld not hav e been left in dou bt of the 
cou rse tho General wou ld pu rsu e. 
If 
he wanted to anticipate the Senate and 
appoint 
Stanton’s 
su ccessor, 
he 
shou ld 
then 
and 
there 
hav e 
demanded Grant’s 
resignation, 
and 
made 
the 
appointment 
forthwith; 
or he cou ld then and there hav e issu ed 
an order commanding Grant to retain 
the office. 
President Johnson finally 
sent to Congress a message, w ritten, it 
was said, b/ Ju dge Black, cov ering a 
copy of his reply to Gen. Grant’s letter. 
The General was charged in his letter 
with insu bordination, in declining to 
obey the President’s instru ctions in re­ 
lation to orders from the Secretary of 
War; and the reasons assigned by the 
General for accepting and holding the 
office of Secretary of War a d in terim 
w ere sharply criticised. 
The message 
was accompanied by letters from Secre­ 
taries Welles, MeCu lloch, and Brown­ 
ing, and Postmaster General Randall, 
in which the President’s v ersion of the 
conv ersation 
between 
himself and 
Gen. 
Grant, 
on 
11th 
of 
Janu ary , 
was 
v ery 
positiv ely 


su stained. A letter from Secretary 
Sew ard w as also giv en, which materially 
qu alified some of the points made by 
Mr. Johnson. The reply of Gen. Grant 
to this commu nication was confined to 
the charge of insu bordination, against 
which he defended himself in a moder­ 
ate sort of way , Mid ex pressed a readi­ 
ness to obey all legal orders from tho 
President when properly informed of 
them. 
Daniel Webster was generally eu lo­ 
gized after his death, bu t Theodore 
Parker av ailed himself of tho oppor­ 
tu nity to say hard things abou t the 
deceased statesman in a sermon which 
he deliv ered. 
In it were su ch phrases 
as tho following: 
“Tool of slav e­ 
holder h, ” “his name the boast of ev ery 
v ilest thing,” “forefront of kidnapping,” 
“keeper of slav ery dogs,” “assassin of 
liberty ,” “gone to the grav e with sncli 
repu tation as a man wou ld not wish for 
his u tterest foe,” “Webster inv ested a 
son in the Mex ican W ar.” “His late life 
shows he hail little religion—somewhat 
of its lower forms, conv entional dev ou t­ 
ness, formality of pray er. 
Bu t it is 
easy to 1 >o dev ou t. 
It is hard to be 
moral. 
His strength lay not in the 
religiou s, nor in the aflectional, nor in 
tho moral part of man.” Theodore 
Parker was an eloqu ent man. 
He may 
hav e been a Christian, bu t. it shou ld not 
ho forgotten that ho stood ov er the 
cold corpse of New England’s greatest 
statesman, nnd cu t u p, composedly , the 
dead su bject w ith the critical scalpel to 
detect ev ery tendency to disease or 
wrong, that* ho might make a flou rish 
ing post-mortem discou rse. 


A Detectiv e’s Successful Deco y , 
A clerk named Stev enson, occu py ing 
a responsible position in Bu ffalo, was 
bonded by the Gu arantee Company of 
North America for $5 ,000. 
Ho was 
short in his accou nts, and skipped to 
Canada. 
The company resolv ed to 
bring him back, and the plan adopted 
was as nov el as it was ingeniou s. Crowe, 
a bright y ou ng Irishman, wu s sent to 
make Stev enson’s acqu aintance, and 
was with him nearly a month before an 
opportu nity presented itself where tho 
defau lter cou ld be enticed to v entu re 
near the line. Ex actly in tho center of 
tho Detroit Riv er is an island, which 
the bou ndary line div ides. 
Crowe ar­ 
ranged a fishing ex pedition with his as­ 
sociate, and the two men were to row 
ou t in the riv er, fishing du ring the trip. 
Before starting, howev er, Crowe fou nd 
tho boat they were going to u se, and 
boring a small anger hole in the bottom 
fitted in a tight wooden plu g. 
Fu ll of 
glee and Canadian ru m Stev enson pro­ 
cu red the fishing tackle, and little 
dreaming that he was leav ing his re­ 
treat for the last time rode ou t on the 
rippling riv er. 
When nearing the 
island Crowe made a ru se of searching 
for something in the bottom of the 
boat and pu lled ou t the plu g. 
Of 
cou rse tho men mu st drown or go to 
the island, as the boat was rapidly 
filling with water. They pu lled toward 
the little patch of grou nd and reached 
it ju st as the boat sank. 
Stev enson 
clambered 
ou t 
and 
u nconsciou sly 
walked ov er the bou ndary line to the 
American side, when Crowe cov ered 
him with a six -shooter and signalled an 
officer who had been stationed within 
hailing distance on the American shore. 
When Stev enson saw how clev erly he 
had been trapped he resigned himself 
and qu ietly retu rned to Bu ffalo, where 
he was tried for embezzlement and 
sentenced to tho penitentiary for 
a 
nu mber of y ears.—Ch ica g o Hera ld 
.

PATH OF AN 
ANCIENT 
CYCLONE. 


Tracing* th e Course o f a Storm W hich 
O ccurred Over 300 Y’ears A g o. 
Mr. J ohn T. Campbell, of Rockville, Ind., 
has succeeded in the very original work of 
tracing the course of a cy clone which must 
have passed over that portion of the country 
more than 8 00 y ears ago. The course of tho 
storm was traced by means of what he calls 
“ tree graves” —that is, the little mounds which 
a tree makes when it is uprooted and allowed 
to decay upon the spot upon which it fell 
The earth thus turned up by the roots, with 
the decay ed root itself, trill generally form 
quite a large mound, wbicl is often taken for 
an Indian grave, hence ‘‘5 eo graves. ” The 
date of the storm in question, os communi­ 
cated by Mr. Campbell to Tho American 
Naturalist, was marked by noting tho age of 
an oak which had grown on tho top of one of 
the “ tree graves.” 
Its course was found by inquiring where 
other “ tree graves” had existed or had been 
observed in the past, and was traced in a lielt 
about 1,0U0 feet wide for fifteen miles. Where 
the “ tree graves” are numerous, as in the path 
of Mr. Campbell’s cy clone, they are supposed 
to mark the place where a fierce battle has 
occurred. In the wild forest these marks ore, 
though more than 8 00 y ears old, as well pre­ 
served and as distinct in outline os many made 
by trees that have fallen recently . But if the 
land is cleared and cultivated, they disappear 
in a very few y ears under the action of the 
plow and of exposure to frost and rains. 
The preservation of the little mounds 
in 
the woods, which 
under the continuance of 
the conditions might last for 6,000 or 10,000 
years, is duo to the thin coating of forest 
leaves that lie upon them. Says Mr. Camp­ 
bell: “The loaves act as shingles in shedding 
the rains, so that they are not washed or worn 
down by tho falling rain or melting snow. 
Tho frost does not penetrate through a good 
coating of leaves, and therefore they are not 
expanded and spread out by freezing and 
thawing. 
I can see a great difference be­ 
tween the mounds in the wild forest and those 
on land that has been set to grass and pas­ 
tured a few years. The tramping of stock, 
and tho freq uent expansions from freezing 
which the grass does not prevent, flatten them 
perceptibly. The grass, however, does pre­ 
serve them against rain washings.”—Scientific 
American.
